The defeated 
enemy was almost smothered under a great deluge of 
steel and explosives. A large number of German guns 
nave been captured by the British and Americans in 
addition to great batches of -prisoners continually arriv­ 
ing at the cages. American troops alone captured two 
complete field batteries and a battery of heavy artillery 
when they outflanked both ends of a valley south of Pre­ 
mont Tuesday afternoon.

The text off the communication 
handed to the charge of Switserland 
here, follows:
